DEAD IN THE ADANA 


PROVINCE 23,000 


'Extermination of All the 


[Armenians Appears to 
Have Been Planned. 


Adana, Asiatic Turkey. Wednesday. 


April 28*—Via Constantinople, May C.— 
'The Rev. Stephen R. Trowbridge, a 
missionary of the American board of 
commissioners for foreign 
missions, 


estimates the number of Armenians 
killed in the province of Adana since 
the outbreak ot-the anti-Christian riot- 
ing at 23,000. The missionary said 
today: 


"A conservative estimate 
of the 
, Christians killed in the city;of Adana 


Is 3,000. This calculation is made up 
from the lists, prepared by the priests 
and other officials who give permits 
for burials. Not fewer than 20,000 per- 
ished In the towns and villages, of the 
province. This figure is based on the 
full Information sent forward by the 
British consul. 


Survivors Women and Children.. 


"The surviving'Armenians In the en- 


tire province are largely women and 
children. They amount to about 25,- 
000 souls and are today without homes, 
shops, tools, clothing or bread. A most 
pitiable and .wretched 
multitude Is 


passing up and down the streets of Ad- 
ana like a. lost people. They throng 
the big factory yards where a dole of 
flour is given.out by the relief commit- 
tee. Crowds of broken hearted women 
and children are coming In'from the 
country to even greater misery'in the 
city." 


Mr. Trowbridge has written a furth- 


er account of the events at Adana, es- 
pecially with reference to the attitude 
of the Turkish authorities. In this re- 
cital he says: 


"We understand, from consular tele- 


grams, that the sublime porte assured 
the ambassadors 
at 
Constantinople 


that a-slight outbreak-had occurred at 
Adana with about fifty casualties and 
the burning of a few houses, and the 
porte 
declared 
further 
that 
the 


Americans here were amply protected.' 


Armenians Fought for Life. 


"We do not knowttie exact-origin'of 


the struggle. I say " struggle . because 
this has not'been a massacre'In'the 


.. sense that the Armenians died without 


resisting. They fought desperately 'In 
self-defense and the fury of the Turks 
Increased in proportion as the Armen- 
ians succeeded in slaying Mohamme- 
dans. For two days preceding the out- 
break there'had been a bitter feud be- 
tween Moslems and Christians. 
In 


one vineyard shooting has begun and 
hatred was aroused' on April 12th. An. 
Armenian, who had been beaten,-shot 
one of his opponents dead and wound- 
ed two others. 
This man escaped to

MATTER BROUGHT 


FORWARD IN HOUSE 


He Declares Judge Philips 


Should Have Been Im- 


peached Long Ago. 


Washington, May 6.—At the conclu- 


sion of a lengthy statement In the 
house today regarding his resolution 
ol',Inquiry into the official conduct of 
Federal Judges McPherson and Philips, 
of the western district of Missouri, 
Representative Murphy, of "that state, 
announced that he would present for- 
mal charges of Impeachment. 


Mr. Murphy brought the matter up 


as a question of personal. privilege. 
The resolution Involves the conduct of 
the judges In relation to the two-cent 
passenger fare litigation and'the max- 
imum freight law of Missouri. 


Murphy Gets in Action. 


Mr. Murphy had read some news- 


paper dispatches to the 
effect that 


Frank Hageman. attorney for eighteen 
railroads, had telegraphed the attorney 
general of the United States alleging 
that the charges. in. the Murphy reso- 
lution were "an outrageous tissue of 
misrepresentation by one-•who has no 
knowledge of the .facts." He said he 
had confirmed the fact that- such- a tel- 
egram had been received by Attorney 
General Wlckersham. 


Mr. Clayton, of Alabama, a member 


of the Judiciary committee,. objected, 
saying that the argument wastnot one 
of personal privilege. 


Is Within His Rights. 


Speaker Cannon ruled that MIJ. Mur- 


phy was within his rights and'could 
continue. He called on Mr. Rucker, his 
colleague,'to substantiate- what he was 
saying. 


Mr. Rucker did so and declared that 


Judge Philips should have been Im- 
peached- twenty years ago. 


Continuing Mr. Murphy denied that

The house then' adjourned and Im- 


mediately thereafter Mr. Murphy no-

of congress. It gives me no pleasure 
to utter this prophecy, for I have 
earnestly hoped that the revision now 
in progress would end the dispute for 
years to come, and that the business 
of the country would enjoy the peace 
and tranqullity which Is impossible 
during the existence of a movement 
to materially change duties upon im- 
ports. 


The Demand for Revision. 


"It is idle, worse than idle, to 


speculate upon the technical meaning 
of the words and phrases employed In 
the last republican platform upon this 
subject. 
The declaration there found 


has a history, and that history is 
familiar to every member of the sen- 
ate. 
• "Who insisted upon tariff revision? 
It was not the manufacturer; it was 
not the lumberman; It was not the 
coal man; it was not the iron and 
steel man; it' was not the glass man; 
it was not the cotton or the woolen 
man; it was not the oil man. During 
the whole agitation I never heard— 
you never heard— a demand from 
these people that- the tariff must be 
revised. 
The 
demand came 
from 


those who believed 
(whether they 


were right or wrong I will consider 
presently) that the duties upon many 
articles and 
commodities were too 


high; from those who believed the' 
they were paying too much for the 
things they had to buy, and that ex- 
cessive import duties, coupled with 
other conditions, were'enabling a fav- 
ored few to reap inordinate profits 
and therefore they wanted, as one o 
the steps leading to the remedy which 
they sought, a substantial reduction 
of these duties. It is not necessary .at 
this moment to inquire how many 
people so believed, or. in what part of 
the country they lived." 
Party Has Promised Lower Duties. 
There was no question, he said, that 


the republican party had promised a 
revision under a demand for lower 
duties. 


"I do not say," he added, "that a 


senator has not a perfect right to car- 


stratlon will be no less distinguished 
than .the last one for its energy in 
dealing with these perplexing prob- 
ems. One part, however, of the pro- 
rram was assigned by common con- 
sent to this administration, and its 
:onspicuous leader assumed without 
icsitatlon tho task of tariff revision. 
The people know what they want with 
respect to revision juar as well as they 
tnew what they wanted with respect 
:o railways and to industrial combina- 
tions; and their intelligent, educated, 
patriotic instinct is just as 
certain 


with respect to the tariff as It was 
with respect to transportation or mo- 
nopolies. If we fail now to substan- 
tially reduce the duties upon the im- 
portant schedules, we but postpone the 
justice due to the people, a justice 
which, thanks to the genius of our in- 
stitutions, they have the power to en- 
force, and which in the fulness of time 
they will enforce." 


He had not abandoned one jot or 


tittle of his faith in tho doctrine of 
protection, but he "could not discern 
the true spirit of this beneficent pol- 
icy" in many of the discussions he had 
heard by republican senators. 


Definitions Bewilder Him. 


.'1 am 
somewhat bewildered," he 


said, "when I hear 
it gravely 
an- 


nounced that 
protection required a 


duty on everything tnat can, by any 
possibility and in quantity however 
limited,. be produced in the 
United 


States, that will enable the home pro- 
ducer to carry, on his business without 
risk or hazard; just as I am bewildered 
when I hear a senator upon the other 
side of the chamber declare that a 
duty upon a competitive product high 
enough to practically exclude importa- 
tions, is a duty for revenue "only." 


Passing to a consideration of the 


lumber schedule he sa!d it made little 
difference whether there was a duty 
r not so far as the preservation of the 
orests were concerned. With respect 
d the cost of production in the greater 
part of the United States at least, he 
said, the American had the advantage 
of the Canadian, and a duty was only 
necessary to equalize a disparity in 
rates of transportation. Of the iron 
and steel industry he said: 


"Fortunately, we have a safer guide

ry into effect his own views; I do not 
say that he has not a perfect right to 
repudiate the platform. In a contest 
between conscience and a party decla- 
ration, conscience ought always to 
•win. But a senator who honestly Be- 
lieves that there should be no sub- 
stantial reduction ought not to de- 
lude . himself -with' the idea that he 
can answer the calls of his conscience 
and his platform at the same time. 


I have heard it said over and over 


since we began this .discussion, not 
o£ course in public debate, but in pri- 
vate conversation, that there are but 
few -people comparatively -who were 
intercepted in 'a reduction .of duties. 
I -know, that the voices of those who 
are clamoring for an increase of cus- 
tom house taxation are more distinct- 
ly heard in the corridors and commit- 
tee rooms, there will come- a time 
presently when the clamor of the mil- 
lions who want relief will 'sound like 
the roar of a thousand Niagaras from 
one ocean to -the other. I have heard 
it said many times that those people 
who were insisting on tariff revision 
were not familiar with the subject 
and had no opportunity to know 
whether duties were too high or too 
low. 


Utters a Warning. 


"This distrust or skepticism of the 


judgment - of the common roan is 
fundamental mistake often made and 
always atoned for in sackcloth am 
ashes. The people'it Is true, have no 
the advantage of hearing the speci- 
fic statements of the army of inter- 
ested beneficiaries. and witnesses who 
have filled and overfilled the capita 
during these months in which th< 
subject has been under considera 
tion." 


The people, he said, have seen the 


forces of competition gradually weak- 
en in the larger 
fields of industry 


through concentration, combinations, 
agreements and "ail the other mod- 
ern mechanism which an ingenious 
age has discovered." 
Continuing he 


said: 


I 
"They have .seen competition shut 


out of some of these fields by the in- 
terve'ntlon of excessive import duties. 
They have felt the injustice of the dis- 
criminations which tho vest power o£ 
our transportation systems can inflict 
They knew that these 
things were 


•wrong; and after bearing the burden 
until it became intolerable, they began 
to move 
-with 
irresistible strength 


along the pathway of reform. 
They 


have made some progress toward the 
regulation of transportation and the 
repression of corporate evils. The lasi 
administration will be remembered, so 
long as the history of our country is 
preserved, for -its victories 
in 
the 


struggle for rate regulation and for 


I corporate fair-dealing.

Six Per Cent Is Sufficient. 


"I trust, therefore, that I will be 


looked upon as conservative when I 
say that if the government interferes 
with foreign competition so as to per- 
mit such an enterprise as this to earn 
G .per centum1 per annum, it will have 
performed its full duty under the pol- 
icy of protection. If it can make more, 
well and good; but it cannot ask the 
government to keep away a competitor 
so that it will make more. With this 
understanding, I have'it in mind to in- 
quire into the capital ot the United 
States Steel Corporation. 
I know 


something about it, and ir it seems in 
the progress of the discussion desira- 
ble, I will be able to supply the details 
of my information. 


"The company, when It began busi- 


ness on the first of April, 1901, had 
property which upon the most liberal 
estimate did not exceed in valuo $600,- 
000,000, although it represented a cap- 
italization consisting or stocks and 
bonds aggregating in round numbers 
$1,400,000,000- This value has been in- 
creased since that time, but it 
has 


grown wholly from the extraordinary 
profits which it has escorted from a 
defenseless people." 


Capital of $700,000,000 Sufficient. 
Referring to various consolidations 


of plants by the United States Steel 
Corporation, Mr. Cummins said if that 
corporation had been honestly capital- 
zed the capital to be rewarded with a 
return from the profits of the business 
would have been less than 5700,000,000. 


"The- United States Steel Corpora- 


tion could have sold its entire output 
n the United States at the prices pre- 
vailing in the markets or Europe." he 
continued, "and would still have made 
more than S -per centum upon its law- 
ful capital, and that in the most un- 
profitable year of its 
existence. 
It 


seems to me that to assert in the light 
of this history that the United States 
Steel Corporation has need of any pro- 
tection is to invite the indignation of 
any right-thinking man. 


"If the United States Steel Corpora- 


tion needs no protection," he said, "the 
independent companies 
cannot 
need 


the duties imposed by this bill. They 
would be amply cared for If the pro- 
posed duties were divided In twain; but 
to be conservative, and yet to hold in 
mind the interests of the consumers of 
these products. I shall, when. these 
paragraphs 
are 
reached, 
propose 


amendments reducing the duties below 
those shown in the report o' the fin- 
ance committee substantially 33 1-3

Mombasa, B. B. A., Saturday April 


3.—The sleeping sickness commission 
is hoping that Theodore Koosevelt! 
will pay a visit to. the expedition's I 
camp at .Sesse, Uganda, where Sir 
David and Lady Bruce are in charge 
of the segregation hospitals. The gov- 
ernments- of Germany, France and 
Belgium, as well .as the government 
of the United -Kingdom are loyally 
•working together endeavoring to find 
a cure or preventive for the sleeping 
sickness. 
Altogether .seven European 


doctors have succumbed • to the fatal 
disease, since the attempts to cope 
with the evil were commenced. 


Victim* Crave Beef Flesh. 


. Governor Sir Hesketh Bell, In ap- 
pealing to the millionaires 
of the 


world and others benevolently dis- 
posed for money gifts to enable him 
to purchase and slaughter, stock to 
gratify the one and only craving of 
those whose suffering is so Intense, 
which is summed up in -the- word 
"Meat," describes his latest "visit to 
the camp In' part as follows:' • 


"The patients were lodged in- large 


thatched bandas and were divided ac- 
cording to sex and the various stages 
of the disease. 
In one enclosure' we 


saw a number of. Infants, in whom 
the flrst outward signs of the scourge 
were Just appearing. 
Unaware of 


their Impending doom, the little black 
mites played and romped to their 
heart's content in the shade of the 
banana grove and only the swelled 
glands at the base of their necks 
showed that fhelr fate was sealed. 


Pain Causes Torpor. 


'In a row of sheds, surrounded by 


the banana groves .which supply the 
food for the patients, wg saw num- 
bers of those who had' reached the 
second'stage of the-disease. Most of 
them appeared to' be suffering: acute- 
ly. 
They seemed to shun the cool 


shade of.the broad thatched roofs, and 
preferred to sit or lie In the 
full 


blaze of the 
noon-day sun. Even 


there, many of them shivered almosi 
constantly. 
The drawn features and 


j haggard eyes testified to the gnawing 
pains that almost constantly affiletec 
them, and the unhappy creatures 'ap- 
peared to have special dread of be- 
ing touched. Many of them were In 
the peculiar state of legarthy which 
has doubtless been responsible for 
the misleading name by which the 
disease has become commonly known. 
Unfortunately 
sound 
sleep 
rarely 


comes, to the relief of the doomed 
ones, and the torpor In which they 
lie comes from the constant strain of 
never-ceasing pain. Many of them, in 
an unguarded moment, put s.n end to 
their miserable lives, and it is a won- 
der that more ot them do not do likc- 
•wise. • 


'Further In .we came to those who 


.•were in the last stages of .the disease. 
Lying on beds or withered leaves, 
they had reached a degree of emacia- 


tion that was horrible to see. Tho 


unhappy creatures looked like-skele- 
tons .and only- their doleful moaning 
Indicated the presence of life. 


The Deadly Tsetse Fly. 


,"It Is generally accepted that a" va- 
riety of the tsstse fly, the glosslna 
falpalls Is the principal, II not the 
only agent for the transmission of the 
disease. Tills fly exists In enormous 
numbers on the shores of the Victorin 
Nyanga. and also on the borders ot 
some other lakes and rivers of Ugan- 
da. Its habitat ion. however. Is re- 
stricted to a narrow growth adjoining 


water, and a width of two miles Is 
believed to be the limit, of the Infested 
zones. 
Out of some three hundred 


thousand 
souls • inhabltating 
the 


shores of Vdctorla Nyanza and the Is- 
lands 
In the great lake, over two 


hundred thousand have already been 
swept out of existence, and It remains 
to be seen whether the remainder can 
still be saved. 


"The extermination of the tsetse ap- 


pears to be a hopeless task, and It 
hns, therefore, been decided to remove 
all the surviving population out of 
the reach of the fatal fly. 


"It is estimated that over twenty 


thousand sick now remain to be dealt 


with and they are being located in 
large camps capable of accommodat- 
ing about one thousand at a time."

Wants His Royal Master to 


Make Clear Where He 


is Standing. 


St. Petersburg. May K.—The cam- 


paign against Premier Stolypin.'which 
the reactionaries and the 
courtiers 


close to Emperor Nicholas have been 
waging for the last two years and 
which broke out with especial vigor 
during the absence of the premier from 
St. Petersburg, has been brought to a 
head by SI. Stolypin himself, who has 
demanded that his majesty either dis- 
associate himself from these schemes 
or accept the resignation of th'e entire 
cabinet. 


This decision centers on the bill 


creating a general staff for the navy, 
sanction of which M. Stolypin has de- 
manded as an ultimatum. The bill it- 
self is considered of minor Importance, 
and U\e constitutional question raised 
over its submission to parliament is 
based upon an obscure phrase in the 
fundamental laws of the empire. The 
real question at Issue is whether the 
opponents of M. Stolypin are to be per- 
mitted to continue to sap the authority 
of the cabinet and weaken its prestige 
by continually raising similar points. 


Time foj a Show Down. 


As the position of M. Stolypin is too 


strong for open attack, his opponents 
hitherto have refrained from forcing a 
decision upon the various issues and 
upon his return to the capital they de- 
cided to abandon the open fight. M. 
Stolypin, however, believed that the 
time had come for a show down, in 
which he was supported by the cabi- 
net. 


When the constitutional aspect of the 


staff bill was first raised several mem- 
bars of the 
cabinet 
differed 
with 


Premier Stolypin and the majority on 
this question, but 
on the principal 


pohit at issue all decided to stand or 
fall with the premier. 


Under the peculiar view of minister- 


ial responsibility prevailing in Russia, 
an adverse decision on the part of the 
emperor by no means entails the re- 
tirement of the cabinet. 
His majesty 


may reject their decision and yet in- 
sist on their retaining office. M. Stoly- 
pin, himself, on several occasions, has 
said he was obliged to bow to the 
wishes and accept the policy of his 
majesty.

Eight 
children were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Abercrombie, the only one surviving 
being John Abercrombie, now a pas- 
senger engineer on the G. R. & I, with 
.whom the old gentleman had 
lived 


ever since the death of his wife, about 
three years ago. For awhile immedi- 
ately following their marriage Mr. and 
Mrs. Abercrombie resided in Pennsyl- 
yanla, whero he was employed In rail- 
road work, learning the trade of en-'. 
glneer. When construction work on 
the Grand Rapids and Indiana road 
commenced ho had charge of the en- 
gine which handled the first construc- 
tion train and he remained In tho em- 
ploy of the company, chiefly on a work 
train, until seventeen years ago, when 
he retired on account of age.
